THE ETHICS OF THE CAMPAIGN

F THE matter were not so serious, the utterances of 


•one of our Republican conemporaries concerning 


(bo alleged corrupt use of money In Nevada during the 
late political campaign, and particularly on election day, 
would be farcical in the extreme. 
Assuming a highly 


moral and even semi-religious tone, these newspapers 
•Ire expresaion to the horror which they feel at the 
thought of either party buying votes, and at any American 
cltlsen selling his ballot. 
These sentiments are all right 


hi themselves, but unfortunately for the good name of 
the commonwealth they were seriously belated in their 
deliT«ry. 


The Journal does not profess to know whether money 


was corruptly used or not. 
It does know that prominent 


••publican* have admitted the Improper use of money on 
their side, and It Is entirely within the possibilities of the 
situation as It existed that there was a wrongful use of 
money on both sides. 
If there was not. then Nevada 


certainly occupied a unique position on that day. 


But the point to which we desire to direct attention 


Ik the broad contrast between the tone adopted by these 
newspapers alter the election and the sentiments which 
they expressed before the battle of

fought. 
It is not going too far to assert that if money 


was corruptly used on behalf of the Fusion ticket or any 
portion of it, the Republican press of the State is main-

Day after day the same old song was sung, the refrain 
being always Newlands and his money cartoons, utterly 
devoid of artistic merit were published ad nauseam, the 
mala feature of which always presented Mr. Newlands 
as buying something that would help him In his contest. 


rtn* nf tho r»e-rroy«^ci a oypuaed to him even went so 


far as to declare that as he and his friends were openly 
boasting that he intended to buy the Senatorship, the vo- 
ters generally should see to it that each got his shaie of 
the money. And s« it went all through the campaign, the 
manifest purpose being to make it as expensive for New- 
lands aa possible. 


The natural effect of such course was to arouse the cu- 


pidity of 
every corrupt and unprinciples voter in the 


State, and It even suggested to those not quite so bad that 
there was money on tap and they might as well have some 
«f It.

A more reprehensible mode of political warfare it would 


be (JUHcult to imagine, and it is intensified in its censur- 
able character by the circumstance that it rested upon a 
substratum of unadulterated falsehood. 
And now these 


same newspapers profess to be shocked at the thought 
•f nan selling their votes on election day. It is shocking 
that any citizen of the Republic should thus barter away 
for « miserable pittance, what he should ever had as a 
sacred right, but the Republican press of the State is 
MtOfiped from manifesting any post-election indignation 
•T«T it. 


If those newspapers which were antagonistic to Mr. 


MewlMdp had simply and decently put their opposition 
upon political grounds; if they had conceded, as in justice 
they should, that his Congressional record had been a good 
oae la a personal way; and then they had proceeded to op- 
pose his candidacy upon the theory that the best interests 
of Nevada required that she sould be represented in the 
Senate by a Republican, It would liave been a more honor- 
able a«d, perhaps, a more effective line of attack. The Re- 
publican party would certainly have made a more re- 
spectable showing, if not a stronger one in the contest.

WILL HE RETIRE7 


T 


HE report cornea from Washington that Mark Hanna 
• will retire from the Senate at the expiration of 


Ills present term, and that under no circumstances will he 
permit his name to be used as a Presidential candidate. 
There may be some truth in this. 


It IB well known that prior to the death of President 


McKl&ley, Hanna not only had Presidential aspirations 
but that his candidacy had the full support of the Ad- 
ministration. In fact, the Southern delegations had been 
"fixed" for Uanna—an easy matter, as those delegations, 
composed chiefly of negroes, are controlled almost entirely 
by tie Federal official brigade. 


The untimely taking off of President McKinley changed 


all this. Roosevelt, who had not ben seriously thought of 
as the successor of McKinley, became, through a tragedy, 
the head of the administration, which, of course, enabled 
him to pull the strings which control the action of Federal 
officials In the South and elsewhere. 
The Republicans all 


over the country were suddenly Imbued with an overpow- 
ering sense of Mr. Roosevelt's greatness. It is astonish- 
ing how great a man becomes in the estimation of some 
people, when he reaches the Presidency, even though it 
1M by accident. However, the rising star of Hanna rose 
no further, and thenceforth its light grew feeble and dim. 
The blazing sun of Roosevelt soon completely obscured the 
star of Hanna and all lesser stars. 


Hanaa's hopes were blasted, and it is quite possible 


that the Senate has no further charms for him. His elec- 
tion to that body was a most dubious one. Bribery was 
boldly charged, and most people believe It was proved, al- 
though the matter was buried in the Senate Committee 
on Privileges and Elections. 
He has not made a par- 


brlUiaat record as a Senator. He has done bet- 


ter than the general public thought he would, but even 
that is not saying much. He is a fairly good debater, but 
his pleas have all been on behalf of those great special 
interests that are always knocking at the doors of Con- 
gress for favors. 
He is an openly avowed champion of 


the trusts. This, itself, weakens his influence In the S*n-~ 
ate. 
He is probably no more friendly to the trusts than 


are many of his Republican associates, but they are dli- 
ereet enough not to proclaim their friendship quite so 
openly. He has acquired about all the fame possible for 
him in the Senate. 
"With no chance of succeeding to the 


Presidency, it is not improbable that this latest story is 
well-founded and that the expiration of-his present Sena- 
torial term will be the end of his public career.

HE public may as well take it for granted that a 


new batch of objections to the completion of the 


Panama canal pi'oiect will be brought to view regularly 
until the purchase of the canal rights has been actually 
effected. 


That there are difficulties to be overcome need not be 


denied, but the present persistent opposition to the com- 
pletion of the canal negotiations suggests rather the over- 
zealous partisanship of the advocates of the Nicaragua 
route than a disinteiested effort to carry out the will of 
Congress and of the people. 
The chief obstacle to the ne- 


gotiation of a satisfactory treaty lies in the disturbed con- 
dition in Colombia. Whether or not the present govern- 
ment there can hold its own against the revolutionary par- 
ty is yet to be determined, and a treaty with a govern- 
ment thus situated might be rejected offhand by the ad- 
ministration succeeding. But it ought to be plain even to 
the devoted advocates of the Nicaragua route than 
the 


United States is not going to be permanently thwarted in 
this enterprise be" i i?e of the possible developments of a 
South American revolution. The commerce of the world 
will not wait indefinitely upon the result of an insurrec- 
tion in a country \%here insurrections are common occmv 
rences. 


The best reason for believing that the Colombian gov- 


ernment will be willing to enter into treaty negotia- 
tions Is that the building of the canal at Panama would 
be of inestimable benefit to Colombia. Once let such a 
treaty be drawn up and signed with the government actu- 
ally in force according to the rules of international law and 
this country need not apprehend any very great difficulty 
in securing respect for the treaty obligations. If a revo- 
lutionary government later on seeks to violate the treaty 
provisions A can be forced to respect them. 
Even If 


there were no insunection in Colombia at present there 
is no guaianty that one might not arise at any time. 
In 


any event the United States would be obliged to rely upon 
its treaty concessions. Is the canal project to be perman- 
ently set aside because of such a possibility?

Most astronomers think 
that the 


chances now are that we shall never 
see the Leonlda again in such im- 
mense numbers as they displayed in 
1883 and 1866. Their failure to return 
when due In 1899, followed by their 
continued absence in the two succeed- 
ing years, seems to establish the truth 
of Dr. Johnstone Stoney's theory that 
the great swarm has been drawn out 
of Its course by the attraction of Ju- 
piter and Saturn, so that it no longer 
Intersects the orbit of the earth. 


But there ia reason to think that 


the Leonids are not all comprised in 
a single swarm. 
The probability Is 


that there are several bands of them 
travelling in more or less parallel or- 
bits, and the chance exists that one 
of these wandering hordes may be en- 
countered by the earth this week
